Tbe olij^'i ti'in ill the minds of rimiiv tbiit 
tlie coat of cuniiiictin(( such an instiluiiou 
would iM ao much greater tban tbe ezi«tin|{ 
arrancemanfe ia being almoat overcome oy 
the fact that tbe favorable oontraote which 
tbe department ban heretofore been able to 
enter into cnn no lonnor be made. Thw 
Brines from the fact that 1h«> piissed recently 
by several of the atatt«s unci by rontfress pre- 
vent t)»e em ploy men I ■ if |ii i-^iuwrs on contract 
labor. Tbia ne<'e».sitateK a rosori to expert- 
mentti in other RyNteins, an provixion muat 
necoMarily be mnde for tbe worl<iii>: of con- 
victa if dUcipline is to be maiiitauie<l uii'l tbe 
prisoners' iiealth and comfort consul thiI. 

A large number of prisoners convicted in 
United States courts are tho-*« who litive 
committed but a single offense, nnil who 
have but caniiiieneed a career of crime. If 
thc-^y could be prevented fmiii a>.si'cintiiii{ 
with hardened ci ioiiiiali, and 'lOt c<iiifl leil in 
an insliiutioii whu n in every wi»y .■.nvci;e'»ts 
a criminal life, many, perhaps', cotiM i)o re- 
formed. 

Be.side», many are young men who hove 
held positions of trust and responsibility, 
and who. throuj;h temptation, have com 
raitted Homtt crime uKainat the luw ot the 
country. Theoe, and the cla.sg referred lo 
above, ahould not be conflnetl in a pri.>on, 
but tbe uoveriiment should provide a .suita- 
ble reformatory where proper iiifluencea 
could l« thrown around them and their 
reformation eiteotod, aa ia dona now in 
several stacea. 

In addition to all this, he says, it would 
■aam that the United States should have 
model priaona and raforinaturieK of it* own, 
in which to oouilna ita criminals, and provi - 
loos oould Im made for tbe einpluvment of 
tba inmaiea at soma suitable industriea on a 
system of labor wbloh would not violate the 
recent act of congnas, nor be inconsistent 
with the iawi p a wed by tba severttl stales, 
and the prevailing opinion relative to the 
subject of contract labor.

Tbe 
governor is fully determine<l upon this, and 
we do not intend to permit these put- 
r^gea to continna, to the disgrace ot tba 
state and iujory lo lha good aama f»f oar 
oitisena 

"That miii-h you can say most emphat- 
ically," said tbe attorney general to tbe re- 
porter. ''We do not intend to permit theee 
outlaws to go on as ttasj have in IiHliana un- 
til they bring tho alala aalborMm iaio con- 
tempt. " 

"How will you prevent itP 

"We have not arrived atapcsitivs conoiu- 
•fam yet The state certainly has tbe power 
to protect its citizens and preserve order, and 
will use it. The measuree we shall take will 
probably i>e .iatermined upon to-day, and aa 
much a I we deem prodanl will ba given to 
the public." 

"These White Caps can ba dsalt with un- 
der the Ku Kiuz law, can tbsj not?" 

"Yes, but I do not want to say anything 
about that Toe Ku-Klus act can only U 
enforced by the United Stalaa authorities. .1 
think we shall ba able to manage this affair 
without Federal asslstanoa. You may be 
assured that tbe state will prooaed promptly 
and act vigorously." 

S. V. Peaicon, tba Brown county prce 
cutor, said there was a state ot general 
alarm and uneaainees in the county, and that 
the cose was a difficult one to handle. 

"What cloM of citlsens do yon think tbe 
White Cape belong tor 

"I cannot say tbey belong to what people 
call tbe best class, but tbsy are men who 
have been engaged as sewing mjcbine 
agents, feather cleaners and others whDse 
business takes them all over the country,^ 
They are ot tbe same claae who ten years a);o 
were known as 'Regulators.' 

"There was at that time a great deal of 
petty thieving in tbe county. Uue or two 
persons were whipped by tbe 'iVeifulators.' 
there was much excitement for a time, tii>- 
tbieviii)( stopped, and there was no more of 
it I think a );reat deal of this WbiU Cap 
business is the result of talk and undue 
exi'iteinent; but the exoiteineiit exists, all 
the same, and there is mucu real diaurder 
and cause for alarm." '

Ci.NCi.N.\ATi, Dec. 6.— The oat victim of 
the supi>ose<i l.icai White Calais CoL Deitach, 
chief of police. He reoeivad a latter in his 
morning's mail In wbloh ha was warned that 
ba would shortly ba visitsd bf the midnignt 
ndars.

itiiync. Tii05' notico'l a light in the 
cellar of the court house, and called the 
attention of Charlie Weaver to it. An 
investigation iliHi losf^d (he fact that the 
court house was ou tire. Instantly the 
alarm was given, and in a few minutes 
men were ranning in every direction, 
arousing the sleeping people. 

Women and children were out by the 
hundreds and worked unceaaiugly. It 
was realised that if the eonrt house 
burned the pri)bal)ility was that half the 
town would go up in smoke, too. The en 
gine did grand work. Backets, axes, 
everythingthat ronl l Up used wa^brought 
into use. The heat was intense, but wil 
ling and brave bands managed to save 
many of the records and papers in the 
burning building. In the midst of all 
this terror Ripley was telephoned to send 
help— send lier engines — for our people 
were nearly worn out, the court house 
was burning to the ground and the town 
was threatened. Ripley refused to turn 
a wheel— positively refused to let its en- 
gine come. Higginsport could not be 
reached. If she had, help would have 
come. By two o'clock the flames were 
under control, and At tluro* o'olock the 
fire was out.
